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CEREMONY - GROUND BREAKING 


‘ At nine forty-five on the morning of January twenty-first, nineteen twenty- 
four, the ground breaking for the Annex to the Armstrong Technical High 
School took place. Mrs. Coralie Franklin Cook, a member of the Board of 
Education, was in charge of the ceremonies in which distinguished educators, 
officials and the student body participated. After invocation by Rev. D. F. 
Rivers, all sang “America”, : 

Hon, Martin B. Madden, a member of the House of Representatives, gave 
an inspiring address in which he mentioned the fact that this school is the place 
where the hands together with the mind are carefully trained and, because of 
this, students will become better citizens. Mr. Madden said, “Do not be dis- 
couraged at any obstacles that might confront you. Overcome them and you 
will be better for having done so. 

Senator Lawrence C. Phipps of Colorado, turned the first spadeful of 
ground fer the new school. Capt. A.C. Newman, our principal, said, “This 
spade will be kept as a memorial in the halls of the new building.” 

Senator Phipps also spoke. He impressed upon us the fact that students 
can reccive, in four years time, a better training at an institution like Armstrong 
than they can secure through an apprenticeship in twice the time. 

Dr, Frank W. Ballou, Superintendent of schools, Mr. Garnet C. Wilkinson, 
sistant Superintendent of schools, and Municipal Architect Harris gave brief 
SSeS. 


In spite of the intensely cold weather, each one listened attentively until 
Mr. James H. Hill, retired assistant director of manual training in colored 
schools, had pzenounced the benediction.

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HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL 
Caprain A. C. Newman 


The Armstrong Technical High School was organized under the title “Mannal Training School 
Number 2” in September 1901. Prior to the organization of this school the ‘‘M” Street High School 
which later has become Dunbar High School, offered three courses of instruction, viz. Academie, Sci- 
entific and Technical course. The technical course in '‘M’’ Street was transferred and became the 
Manual Training School Number 2. 

There has been much discussion in Educational circles as to the value of the Manual Arts in a 
course of instruction as to whether training in the arts could be substituted for the purely academic 
subjects. The organization of manual training and mechanical arts schools was in recognition of the 
fact that mechanic arts subjects, where there is coordinate training of the hand and mind, can be substi- 
tuted for training of the mind alone. 

The courses of study were, at the organization as at present, centered around mathematics, the 
sciences and the manual arts. Seven courses in the manual arts were offered: forging, machine shop 
practice, wood turning and pattern making, mechanical drawing, free-hand drawing, domestic science 
and domestic art. The department of business practice was made a part of this school in 1901 and re- 
mained so until 1912, although on account of the crowded condition of the building this branch of the 
school was housed for more than half of the time in other school buildings, 

The school received the name Armstrong Manual Training School several years after its organi- 
zation. Thename ‘“‘Armstrong”’ is in honor of General Samuel Chapman Armstrong, the founder of “Oa 
Hampton Institrte. A letter under date of May 13, 1924 from the secretary of the Board of Education 
carries the statement that the recommendation to change the name of theschool to ‘Armstrong Tech- 
nical High School’’ has been approved. The purpose of the school is to give technical and vocation- 
al training. The technical courses are designed to give complete preparation to those who desire to 
enter engineering and agricultural colleges or to pursue scientificand technical college courses or the 
courses in the Minor Normal Schcol. The vocational courses are designed for the benefit of those 
who plan to enter iudustrial pursuits immediately upon graduation. eas 4 

The graduates of the school include men and women who have distinguished themselves in En- 
gineering, Medicine, Law, Dentistry, Teaching, Industrial Pursuits and many other lines of endeaver. 

Gradually the number and scope ef activities offered by the school have been incresed and broad- 
ened until now technical and vocational training in the fcllowing subjects is given: agriculture, applied 
electricity, automobile mechanics, architectural drawing, machine design, carpentry, building trades, 
forging, domestic science, domestic art, free-hand drawing, auto and sign painting, machine shop prac- 
tice, printing and linotype operation, sheet metal work, steam engineering, shoe repairing and oper-
